O D and the woꝛlde knoweth lhe hath euer pꝛokeſled krom her in⸗ 
fancy hitherto) whiche as her maieſtie is mynded to oble rue and maynteyne for her ſelke by gods 
grace durpnge her tyme, lo dothe her highnes muche deſy2e, and woulde be gladde the ſame 
were of all her ſubicctes quietly and charitablye embꝛated.

Fozbpddinge neuerthelelle, all her ſubiectes of all de⸗ 
grees, at theyꝛ perylles. to moue ſedictons, oz to ſtyꝛre vnquietnes in her people by interpꝛetyng 
the lawes of this realme after thep2 bꝛaynes and fanſics, but quietly to continue for the tyme. tyl 
asbefoze is lapde further oꝛder mape be taken. And therekeze wylleth and ſtreyghtly chargeth 
and commaundeth all her lapde good louynge ſubiectes, to lyue togethers in quiet loꝛte, à chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian charitie.cauynge thoſe newe founde deucliſhe termes of Papyſte oz Heretique, and ſuche

A N P furtherinoze, foꝛalmuche alſo as it is well knowen, that ledition and falſe rumours 


haue bene nouryſhed and mapntepned in this realme, by the ſubtcltye and malyce of ſome euell 
diſpoſed perſons, whiche take vpon them withoute ſufficient auctoꝛitie, to pꝛeache, and to inter⸗ 
pꝛete the woꝛde of G O D, after they owne bꝛayne, in churches and other places, both publique 
and pꝛyuate. And alſo by playinge of Interludes and pꝛyntynge of falſe fonde bookes, ballettes, 
rymes,and other lewde treatiles in the englyſhe tonge, concernynge doctryne in matters now 
in queſtion and controuerſye, touchynge the hyghe poyntes and miſte ries of chꝛiſten religion, 
whiche bokes, ballettes, rymeg, and treatiſes are chielly by the Pꝛynters and Stacioners lette 
out to lale to her graces ſubiectes, ot an euyllzeale, foʒ lucre and couetous of vyle gayne Her high⸗ 
nes therfoze ſtrayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all and euer her ſayde lubiectes, of what- 


ſoener ſtate, condition, oꝛ degree they be, that none ok them pꝛelume from hencekoꝛth to pzeache, 
02 by waye of readynge in Churches oz other publique oz pzyuate places (excepte in the ſcholes 
ok the vniuerlities) to interpꝛete oꝛ teache any ſcriptures, oꝛ any maner popntes of doctryne con⸗ 
cernynge religion. Neyther alſo to gzynte any bookes, matter, ballet, ryme, interlude , pꝛoceſſe 
oꝛ treatyſe noꝛ to play? any interlude, except they haue her graces ſpeciall licence in wꝛitynge 
foꝛ the lame, vpon payne to incurre her highneſſe indignation and diſpleaſure. 

NP her highneſſe alſo further trayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all and euery her 
layde ſubiectes, that none of them of theyz owne pꝛyuate authoꝛitie, do pꝛelume to punyſhe, oz to 
rylc agaynſt any offendour in the cauſes aboue ſayde oꝛ any other offendour in woꝛdes oz dedes 
in the late rebellion commytted bythe Duke of Noꝛthumberlande, oꝛ his complices, oz to ſeiſe 
any of they2 goodes, oꝛ violentlye to vie anve luche offendour by trytynge, o2 umpꝛploninge, oz 
thꝛeatynge the lame, but wholp to rekerre the punpchment of all ſuche ofkendours vnto her highs 
nes, and her publique authoꝛitie, wherofher maieſtie myndeth to lee due punyſhinent accozdyng 
tothe oꝛdꝛe ofher highnes lawes. Neuertheles as her highnes myndeth not gereby fo reſtreyn 
and diſcourage any okher louinge lubiectes, to geue lrom tyme to tyme true mlozmation agaynſt 
any luche olkendours in the cauſes abouelapde, vnto her grace, oz her counlell,ſoꝛ the puniſhment 
of cuerye luche offendour, accoꝛdynge to theffecte of her hyghneTclawes pꝛouyded in that part. 
So her layd highnes erhozteth and ſtrayghtly char geth her layde lubiectes to oblerue her com⸗ 
maundement and pleaſure in euer parte afozeſaydc,as they wyll auoyde her hyghneſſe ſapd in⸗ 
dignation, and mooſt greuouſe diſpleaſure, The ſeue ritie and rygour wherof, as her hyghneſſe | 
ſhalbe mooſt loꝛye to haue taule to put the lame in execution:ſo doth ſhe vtterlye determine not to 
permytte luche vnlaw full and rebellioule doynges of her lubiectes (Wherok map enlue the daun⸗ 
ger okher ropall eſtate to remayne vnpunyſhed, but to lee her ſaydelawes, touchyng theſe poin⸗ 
tes, to be thoꝛoughly ccecuted, whiche extremities we truſteth all her ſayde loupnge ſublectes 
wyll fozlee, dꝛeade, and auoyde accoꝛdinglye. | 

l E R ſayde hyghneſſe ſtrayghtely chargynge and co nmaundinge all Mapoꝛs. Sherpffes, 
Juſtices or peace, Bapliſtes, Conſtables, and all other publique officers and miniſters, diligently 
to ſee to the obleruynge and executynge ok her lapde commaundementes and plealure, and to ap⸗ 
pꝛehende all ſuche as all wylfully offende inthis parte, committinge the lame to the next gaile, 
there to remayne without bayle oz maynepꝛple, tyll vpon certificate made to her highnes, oz her
